•lusl to remind the producer of 
a few it (ins to. look to, we would 
like u< quote from-a Bulletin on 
the Production of Quality Market 
Vggs. 

"All too often, eggs are received 
on the market in a condition that 
is far from ideal. The quality of 
the egg is of importance to pro¬ 
ducers, since the eggs are purch¬ 
ased on a grade basis which takes 
quality and size into consideration. 

Poultrymen car do much to im¬ 
prove the quality of eggs, by san¬ 
itary methods of feeding, housing 
and management of the laying 
flock, and by proper care of the 
egg from time it is laid until it 
reaches the individual to whom the 
producer is selling. 

Consideration of the following 
factors affecting egg quality will 
amply repay any producer. 

STOCK—Bre<?d for size, shape 
and color of egg. These charact¬ 
ers can best be obtained by the 
use of pedigreed, males and care¬ 
fully selected females, and by set¬ 
ting only eggs of the desired type. 
If purchasing chicks, purchase Al¬ 
berta Approve*) chicks from an Al¬ 
berta Approved Breeder Hatchery 
or Commercial Hatchery. 

MANAGEMENT—Confine lay¬ 
ers to- the laying house at all tim¬ 
es. (Birds allowed to range pro¬ 
duce off-colored yolks and poor 
flavored aggsL 

Allow at least 3% square feet 
of floor space per bird. 

Provide ample litter on the floor 
and keep reasonably clean and dry. 

Clean dropping boards daily. 

Provide one nest for each five 
hens and keep nesting material 
clean. 

Remove male birds promptly 
after the breeding season. 

Provide ample laying mash, oys¬ 
ter shell and grit hopper space and 
an abundance of clean water.

New Approach To Developing 
Sawfly Resistant Wheat

One of the major projects at 
the Cereal • Breeding Laboratory 
of the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station is the production of new 
improved varieties of wheat cap¬ 
able of resisting ravages of the 
wheatstem sawfly. Personnel of 
this Laboratory, recently transfer¬ 
red from the Experimental Station 
at Swift Current, Saskatchewan, 
took a leading part in the develop¬ 
ment of Rescue, the only variety 
of brear wheat available for Com¬ 
mercial production which will re¬ 
sist sawflies. Unfortunately this 
resistance breaks down in some 
areas and even where Rescue is 
now rcsistarU there is the posslbll 
lty that new races of sawflies may 
develop which will cause extensive 
damage. 

The plant breeder brings about 
improvement in plants by combin¬ 
ing the best characters of one var¬ 
iety with those of another through 
a process of crossing, selecting and 
testing. He cannot create desirable 
characters but must seek them in 
existing material. Once they are 
found the job becomes one of tran¬ 
sferring them to the crop in ques¬ 
tion, in this case hard red spring 
wheat. 

Dr. C. W. Farstad of the Dom¬ 
inion Entomological Laboratory 
here in Lethbridge, some years 
ago observed that tall wheatgrass 
technically known as Agropyron 
elongatum was very much more*" 
resistant to sawflies that even the 
most resistant wheat varieties. 
Plant breeders have known since 
1933, when it was first demonstrat¬ 
ed in Russia, that wheat could be 
crossed with this grass but they 
also knew that the job of trans¬ 
ferring a specific character from 
grass to wheat was not an easy 
one. In animals the cross between 
the buffalo nnd the domestic cow 
is somewhat similar. The original 
cross is not difficult to make but 
the resulting hybrid may be com¬ 
pletely sterile and certainly if a 
hybrid is not able to reproduce 
itself it is worth very little in spite 
of all the potentially good featur¬ 
es it might possess. However, in 
the case of the cross between 
wfieat and grass, occasionally a 
few seeds are produced and it is 
on these that the breeder concen¬ 
trates his efforts' 

Using this knowledge it was de¬ 
cided to endeavour to transfer the 
type of sawfly resistance found in 
tall wheatgrass, to a bread wheat 
instead of depending only on re¬ 
sistance fougd in wheat. A large 
number of wheat x grass crosses 
have been made and the progeny 
are under study at this Laborat¬ 
ory. The Job now .is a long pro¬ 
cess of eliminating the unwanted 
characters either by growing one 
generatiofi\after another and se¬ 
lecting the dfeu-ed types or by re¬ 


peatedly crossing to the wheat 
parent retaining in so far as pos¬ 
sible the sawfly resistance of the 
grass. It is a time consuming and 
laborious process and while the 
original objective may not be 
reached the rewarding feature is 
that new and important combin¬ 
ations of characters may occur. 
For example, extreme winter 
hardiness of the grass may be 
transferred to ' wheat to give a 
very hardy winter wheat variety 
but th'at is still something to be 
determined.

More Experiences 
In China Related 

The Advocate is pleased to again 
be able to print some excerpts 
from the letters of Stoker Wade 
Lloyd to his parents. Mr. and Mrs. 
B. A. Lloyd of Vulcan. Stoker 
Lloyd is a member of the crew of 
H.M.C.S. Crescent, Canadian de¬ 
stroyer now stationed at Nanking, 
China. 

"The Yank Tze River is approx¬ 
imately two miles wide where we 
are anchored and I can make out 
people on both banks. On the 
right of us are the Communists 
and on the left the Nationalists. 

“It sure has been easy to keep 
the ship clean ever since we first 
hit the China coast. We dispose 
of all our rubbish by simply giv¬ 
ing it to the coollies in the sampan 
boats. 

’’Things are very quiet here in 
Nanking just now but yesterday 
we could hear guns going off and 
a few airplanes. The only thing 
that makes you think of war are 
the soldiers you see running up 
and down the beaches. The Nat¬ 
ionalists wear a uniform the same 
color as our Army, while the Com¬ 
munists wear green uniforms, if 
you can call them uniforms. r ~ 

“Yesterday, we (a group of 
twelve) went on a tour of Nan- 
King that I wouldn't have missed 
for the world. We saw silk being 
made, in stages beginning with the 
worm and ending with the finished 
product. We also went on tour 
of the Nanking Park, which I must 
say is tire most beautiful I’ve ever 
seen. While in the park I visited 
Sun Yet Sen’s tomb and it is sim¬ 
ply marvellous the way these peo¬ 
ple honor their dead. For instance, 
there are over four hundred steps 
leading up to the tomb itself and 
at each hundredth step there is a 
solid marble pagoda or place of 
worship. I also saw the president¬ 
ial palace where Chiank Kai Shek 
lived with his wife. Under the eav¬ 
es of {he roof there is a solid gold 
ornamentation about three feet by 
six feet. Since the evacuation of 
the Chiangs the palace has been 
turned into a Christian church.”

Flexible Docks for 
Britain’s Aircraft Carriers 

Britain's Royal Navy is carry¬ 
ing out important experiments 
which may greatly improve flying 
conditions for naval aviators. An 
aircraft carrier has been equipped 
with a flexible deck which pro¬ 
vides safer landing for fast planes 
in a limited space. Information on 
preliminary tests was given at the 
end of February by the Ministry 


ppof Supply. The flexible deck is 
made of special material consist¬ 
ing of mainly rubber. A jet fight¬ 
er is fitted with skids in place of 
wheels and the undercarriage is 
dispensed withj This gives a much 
improved performance to the plane 
in the air. It is catapulted from 
the deck and when returning to 
the carrier it lands on the special 
deck on its skids.
